London, April 10. — There is foiMl for 
speculation and interest in a roixirt re- 
ceived here that the Lmperor Menelek, 
Italy's suecossful antagonist at Adowa, 
has sent a delegate to negotiate with the 
dervishes. An alii anee between the 
Abyssinians and the dervisliOH would 
upset many calculations. Meiiolek. negus 
or king of Slioaand negus iwjiu.'iti or king 
of kings of Abyssinia, is a Chris- 
tian, as are his subjects. In times 
past they haTO been at war with the 
Mohammedan dervishefe, to whom they 
are of the hated class of infidels, anil 
that hatred between them .narlook id' all 
the bitterness of religious rancor and 
fanaticism. During the loniier occnpa- 
lion hy the l<:iigli.';h of the Smnlan 
.Meiiidid^ proved l.iiiiHelf a valiialjle and 
reliable ally to thctii. On this account 
it_ has lieeii believed IMenelek and the 
Khaiiia would not likely enter into 
an alliance, although the dervishes were 
(!.xpected to avail tliMtiselves of 
the reverse administered hy the Aliys:?iii- 
ians upon the Italians and to ad- 
vance agaii-.st Kassala, as pi-'oved to be 
the case. But the political exigencies of 
the ease have overcome Menelek's re- 
ligious antijiathy. if the report be true 
that he is negotiating with the dervishes 
to make common cause with them. They 
have in common their antagonism to 
the Italians, and England has avowed 
the piirjiose of the .Vile expedition to be 
to a.saist Italy against the reverses she 
has sustained at tiie hands of IMenelek. 
The hitter is (jnite as de.sirotia of 
harassing the khedive ol ICgvid as is the 
klialifa.

London, April 10.— Advices received 
by the Times regarding the situation in 
Mataheleland again take rather an 
alarmist tone, but no advices have been 
received by the government to bear out 
this view of the situation, and the pre- 
sent force of troops in South Africa is 
considered sufficient hy the govern- 
ment. A Buhiwayo despatch to the 
Times says: " The whole of the Mata- 
belo nation has arisen, and 1,500 men in 
strong co-operative columns will be re- 
quired to clear the country. It is im- 
possible lo act, except on the defensive, 
with small patrols." 

A. Pretoria despatch to the same paper 
says: " An indictment has been issued 
which charges all the ip.einbers of the 
National Reform Committee who have 
boon made prisoners, without distinc- 
tion, with conspiring with Dr. Jameson 
to invade the Transvaal and to cause an 
insurrection at ,lohaniiesburg. It also 
charges them with sending armed men 
to meet Dr. Jameson, and with the un- 
lawful distribution of Maxims and arms 
with the object of undorinining the re- 
imblie and with the .issumption of the 
powers of the police." 

The govermnent, through Mr. Cham- 
berlain, has again wired here complain- 
ing of President Kruger's delav in de- 
ciding as to his jiropose'd visit "to Eng- 
land.

The steamehip Strathlevin, Capt. J. 
Moar. of tlie Nortliern Pacific lino com- 
pleted her lii st trip across tiio Paoiiii; to 
this port at '2.:'M) o'clock yestenlay morn- 
ing, bringing a full general cargo, of 
which 400 tons were diaebarged during 
the ship's 13-lioar stay at the outer 
wharf. Fifty-six of a total numher of 
110 steerage passengers disembarked 
here while the others together with two 
European voyasjera or " globe trotters" 
went on to Tacoma, the aliip's next port 
■ of call. On the lOtli of last month the 
Strathlevin left Hongkong and called at 
Moji, K.obe, and Yokohnma, leaving the 
last meiitioiieii ])lace 14 tlayg later or 
■several liays pr(;\-iims to the doj)iirturc 
of the Empress of Japan, which arrived 
on Wednesday. She is only chartered 
for the single trip as it is expected the 
Hankow— the vessel she replaces— will 
have had her repairs completed hy the 
time she gets back to Honkong. The 
Strathlevin difTers little from the ma- 
jority of big ocean tramjiH. She steams 
about II kiujts; her gross t(jnn;ige is 
2,-t.")ii ; slie is iron built and a ijroduetion 
some years ago ot the (ilasgovv shipyanis. 
Her dimensions are ket-l, ol'O feet ; beam, 
3i) feet, and liold, 20 feet. She is pro- 
pelled Ijy triple expansion enginesi of 42 
inch stroke, with 23, 37 and tj2-inch 
cylinders. 

SHIPPING TRADE I'OIi MARCH. 

In their monthly freight and shipping 
report for March, Messr.s. K. 1'. Kitliet 

Co., ltd., have the following: " L'n- 
der the present conditions owners of 
grain vessels evidently believe there is 
an ailvantage to bo gained by waiting

As she 
steamed by the scene of the memorable 
Janet Cowan wreck the stern of the lost 
vessel, as also the poop deck and other 
seemingly well preserved parts could 
plainly be seen.

Yesterday morning the Sadie brought 
in from Cordova Bay the new sealer 
Ocean Rover, which has been building 
there fur nearly a year.

The report cjf tlie i^i:lei:t e.oiiiinitteo 
jiuintcd to ini|iiiie into the workiii;; of 
ill" act of IS'.l.") in respect to the ai.'alinu 
of in tlie jirovineu is its follows, the 
result of six nieelini^B and the examlna- 
tiiin of the timber in.si)ei:tor, government 
KCi'ler.s, niillinen and lojr^ters : 

" In onr opinion no proper effort liiia 
yet been niiidu on the nuiinhind to curry 
■out the provisions of the loj< scaling aut. 
and we are of opinion that it could 
easily be done with the number of men 
originally appointed. We also think 
that in the interior it would not pay ex- 
penses to keep a government scaler, but 
the government could ro(|uire a sworn 
KtateuieiiL from eacrh niillowiiur or com- 
pany tliat the logs cut in their 
mill have boon HCiileii and comimtcHl 
according lo the rules laid down in the 
B. C. Hcalu. The nearest government 
otilcial could attend to this compliance 
on the part of the mill owner or com- 
jiany. 

" We also find that a prejudice exists 
in the miiida o£ a great many loKgers 
against the B. C. scale, but this in our 
opinion is founded principally on theory 
(not on practice), and from a miscon- 
ception of the rule. 

"We find that on Vancouver Island 
the new system has been in force for the 
last eight months and has given or wp- 
pe-irs to have given general satisfaction. 

" AVe think also that some nmni 
eflicient check should bo put on the dia- 
tinclion between dntinblo and non- 
dutiable loyts. One very sensiblo 
suggestion wtis received that the govcrn- 
iiient should Bup])ly the masters of all 
tugs eniraged in towing logs with blank 
forms, to be filled in in duplicate on 
every tow, with the following' informa- 
tion : 

/'The amount or the approximate 
amount in the boom ; the license, lease 
or other description of property pn 
vrbich the logs were cut ; the name of 
the loeger ; the destination of the boom; 
the name of the tug and the master

.TO DTSPUTK AT ALL. 

Tlie Auiericiui iiowspiiper editors and 
stump orators who have been prating 
about the " Alaska boundary dispute" 
will perhaps be surprised to find that 
the dispute they expatiate upon so vigor- 
otisly, :iinl lit sntili Icngtli, lias retilly no 
cxiateiu'c. A coiinuiiiiicutioii to tlio 
15ritiali Columbia Hoard of 'J'rade ffoiii 
the Doiniiiioii l)ep;iitiiu'iit of the In- 
terior contains the iissertioii tluit " no 
definite statement of claim, so far as this 
Department is aware, lias ever been 
made hy the I'nited States Govern- 
ment, and eertaiiily none l;as ever been 
made by Canada or Creat Britttiii.'' If 
neither the United .St;ttos nor Cre:tt 
Britain has ever made a statement of 
claim, where is the ground of dis))iite '.' 

There has been no disinite, and 
tbe nature of the line of demarca- 
tion between Alaska and British terri- 
tory is sneli that there ctin be no room 
for a di.-iptile ijetueeii men wlio are even 
passably honest and iiitellit^ent. 

Russia sold tiie terril(H-y of Alasl;u to 
the United States. The Ijoundary of the 
territory sold is clearly described in the 
treaty made between Great Britain and 
Russia in 1825. Article III of that treaty 
states : 

The line of demarcation between the 
posseasion.s of the high contracting par- 
ties upon tlie Coast of the Continent and 
the Isbinds- of America to the Norlli\ve,-t 
tiluill lie dr:i\vn in the following niaiiner: 

Commeneint^ at tlie gouthernmoHt 
point of the Islantl called Prince of Wales 
Island which [loiiit lies in the parallel 
of -"j-l degrees -10 minutes North 
latitude and between the 131st 
and lii^rd degree of West longitude 
meridian of Ureenwich) the saitl line 
shall ascend to the Xorth along the 
channel called I'ortland Channel as far 
as the point of the Continent where -it 
strikes the S6th degree of north latitude; 
from this last mentioned point the line 
of (leiiiai cation ;:liall follow the summit 
of tbe iiiDHiitainH situated parallel to 
the coast an far as the jioint of intersec- 
tion ol llu' MlHldegree of West longitude 
('of the same meridian) and finally, from 
the said poml (d' iiilci-sitction the said 
meridian line of the 141 st degree in its 
prolongtition as far as the Frozen Ocean 
shall form the limit between liie Russian 
and British Possessions of the Continent 
of America to the Northwest. 

The reader ."^ees from this description 
that there are two sections of this Alas- 
kan lioiindary line about which there 
can be no dispute. The first section is 
from this soutlieriunost imiiit of I'rince 
of Wales Island in latitude 54° 40 run- 
ning north until it strikes the 50th de- 
gree of North latitude on the coast of the 
continent. Nothing can lie simpler than 
to run a line inirtliwanls hetweon these 
two points. 

There is, indeed, soinc iiidelinitciiess 
in the section of tbe line from the 
oGtli degree of North latitude until it in- 
tersects the 14lBt degree of West longi- 
tude. The summit of a range of moun- 
tains is a rather indefinite direction, 
even when it is modified by the instruc- 
tion that the line is not to hi; at a greater 
distance than ttui marine leagues Irom 
the ocean. The line of this section 
is to bo still further complicated, 
as it is to be parallel 
to the windings of the coast. It is clear 
to the uninitiated that the line of this 
section must bo detSrniined by mutual 
agreement. But there can be no dis- 
pute after the lino meets the Mist de- 
gree of West longitude, for that meri- 
dian is to 'be the boundary until the 
Frozen Ocean is reached. We do not 
expect that there will be any di8])nte 
about the middle section of the line, for 
two reasons. The first is that the land 
can be of very little value, tiiid tho 
second is that both Governments appear 
to be disposed to ho very aceomiiiodating 
ill the matter. 

A contention lias been raised with lo- 
gard to the first or BOiithernraost section 



of the line', on what grounds it is diffi- 
cult to imagine, for nothing can be 
clearer than the language of the treaty 
with regard to this section. The line of 
demnrcation, it states, "is to coinmeiico 
at the southernmost point of the Island 
called Prince of Wales Island, which 
point lies in the parallel of 64 degrees 40 
minutes North latitude and between the 
13lst and l.S3rd degrees West longitude, 
tho said line to ascend to the north along 
the channel called Portland Channel as 
far as the point of the continont whore it 
strikes the C6th degree of North latitude." 
It is evident to anyone who understands 
I'^nglish that the line starts north from 
the soutliernmost point of Prince of 
Wales Island, and continues northwardly 
until it meetfl the coast of the continent 
in latitude 5(5. The name given to tho 
water that intervenes between these 
points is a matter of very little conse- 
fiuence. The direction of the line is the 
material thing to bo considered. 
Nothing, in our opinion, can be more 
absurd or more dishonest than to con- j 
tend that those whose duty it is to: 
survey the line iiisteail of going north ; 
when thoy leave the point of departure j 
should run the line east, or a little south j 
of oast, some fifty miles before they take 
a northerly direction, and then follow a 
canal or channel that runs inland and 
does not extend as far north as latitude 
5G degrees. No honest surveyor would 
ever dre:im of giviiiir such an interiireta- 
tiou as this to llie instructions contain- 
ed in tho treaty. If he were told from a 
given point to run his line north he 
would run it north and not some points 
south of east. 

WELL POSTED. 

We hear very little in these days about 
an investigation into educational mat- 
ters, ])ast and jiresent, in Manitoba. 
Members of Parliament believe that 
they know cnouu'li about ?ihtiiitoba 
school alluirB to make long speeches ou 
the school question, and to vote against 
a measure that has for its object the 
permanent settlement of that question. 
The Goveriyneut of Manitoba did not 
plead ignorance of school affairs when 
they were asked to confer with the 
Dominion Commissioners in order to 
lind a way of amicably settling the dis- 
pute. There is no OpiK>sition orator in 
Parliament or out of Parliament who is 
deterred from condemning the course 
pursued by the Government becttuse he 
knows nothing about the sub- 
ject. Mr. Laurier has ceased to 
plead ignorance and so have liia 
followers. They all act as if tliey felt 
themselves perfectly competent to pro- 
nounce upon the subject. It can now bo 
easily seen by their speeches and tiieir I 
acts that tlieir complaint of want of in- 
forniiition, and their loudly expressed 
desire for tin investigating (xniiinittee, 
were the shallowest iind the most in- 
sincere of pretences. The I^iberals have 
from the very first pursued a crooked 
course on this school question, and thoir 
present tactics are even raoreunscrupul- 1 
ous and more unpatriotic than their 
early dodges and devices.

This in- 
significant minority because they cannot 
havo their own way have undertaken to 
coerce the majority of the House of Com- 
mons and that too in a way most injuri- 
ous to the cause of freedom. Yet the 
greater manlier of those petty tyrants, 
those fiictionisls who iminideiitly misuse 
the privileges of debate, call themselves 
Liberals. Thoy are not Liberals; they 
are on the contrary the enemies of true 
Libcmlism. What is the first article in 
tho creed of the Liberals? Is it not that 
the majority must rule in the country 
anil ill Parliament? But the Canadian 
Liberals by their acta declare that the 
minority when thoy are disgruntled 
must rule.

MINORITY RULE. 

The policy of obstruction whicli the 
Lihenila are pursuing is devised for the 1 
purpose oi enabling tho minority to' 
coerce the majority. Acconliiif^ to 
theory the niiiiority in L'nrlituueiit rules, i 
Their will is law. Thi." nuiy be at times 
11 little rough on the minority who are 
compelled to Bubmit to what they be- 
lieve to b© wrong. The rule of the 
majority, it will have to be admitted, is 
not always wise, and is not irrevoca- 
bly just. But imperfect as it i,i, it lathe 
beat and most practiciihle that has yet 
been tried, and in this and other con- i 
stitutioiially ^'overiied countries the I 
whole coiiununity have tacitly agreed to i 
abide hy it. In such communities it is j 
always understood that the will of the 
majority is to prevail. In uli del i her- 1 
ative bodies tho same rule obtains. But j 
minorities are not harshly treat- I 
ed. The opportunity i.s L'ivcii 
tlieiu [reeiy to e\pr(-=s their upiiiiiniB 
ou the sulije'cts deliberated ujiiin. The' 
rules of debate are au framed as to ;;ive 
them every chance to say what they 
have to say. British delibenitive bod- 
ies have been i)eciiliarly careful to pre- 
serve perfect freedom of debate. In 
tlieiu a latitude considered by many not 
a little inireasoiKible is allowed niinoii- 
tien. This being the case, one would 
Kiiiipose that British minorities would 
he very careful not to abuse their privi- 
leges. And so they were for many years. 
But in these latter d.iya British minor- 
ities have been so perversely in^reiiious 
as to use tho privileges of deliate gener- 
ously extended to them as the iiiatru- 
luenl of a very peculiar and an exceed- 
ingly galling kind of tyranny. They 
have perverted the rulea that iuive been 
made to prevent their being trampled 
upon into a means of bring- 
ing the work of Parliament to 
a standstill and tluis ineventiiig 
tlio majority from exorcising their 
legitimate authority. This is the policy 
of obstruction, and there arc men bo fuc- 
lioiiH and so short-sighted as to encour- 
age the minority outrageously to abuse 
and pervert the rules made for their pro- 
tection. They do not see that the ty- 
ranny of the minority can, in tho nature 
of things, he only temporary, and that 
it must 111 tho end result in seriously re- 
stricting freedom of debate. 

Tho majority having it in their power 
to frame now rules will be certain, as 
Boun astbeopportunity offers, to use that

Iiavin^^ a deep in- 
terest in our ctlicient systoin of public 
scliool education, and fi'cdiiig lhat the 
recent action of yiuir body in the rednc- 
tion of teachers' salaries nrist eventu- 
ally result in the lowering of the status 
of i l ose schools, do most earnestly peti- 
tion \-()u to reconsider that reduction." 

On motion of Trustee Belyea it was 
decided to reply that under the pre.'^eiil 
ciri'iimstancea the board did not consider 
it :idvisable to make cbanges in their 
policy in regard to teachers sala.ries. 

In line with the change in the regu- 
lali(ui.s allowing the junior (dassea to be 
dismissed earlier than the general school 
hours. Trustee Belyea moved that from 
and after May 1, the chart and first 
primer classes be dismissed at 11 :30 a.m. 
and 2:30 p.m. This was carried. 

Another resolution by Trustee Belyea 
was to the effect that after the end' of 
the present term no puj)il be allowed to 
join the chart and lirst primer classes 
later than ten days after a term had 
o|)ened. At ])resent, he said, thcpo 
classes were disorganized by children 
entering late in the term and the teach- 
ers wee prevented by tlie-qe backward 
ones from doing full justice to the other 
children. In the older divisions 
pupils entering in the middle of the 
term did not keep the chiBS back 
in the same way, but where little chil- 
dren were concerned If they were not 
ready to go to school at the beginninet of 
the term it would not hurt them to stay 
at home till the next term opened, 

TiicsTEE McMrciciNO seconded the 
motion, remarking that many chiklren 
went to school at t<jo tender :in age. 
Ho did not think any child slionld at- 
tend school before seven years of age. 
The resolution -ivas carried. 

Il was decided that the Knck ]3ay 
school bo discontinued and the 
classes now attending there moved to 
the North Ward school, where accom- 
modation can be nuide for them by par- 
titioning otl' with curtains two good- 
si/,ed. r.ooms ill' the assembly hall. Ttie 
janitor at the Rock Bay school will be 
diepensed with at the.end of Mav.

No Intention to Inquire Into tlie Charges of 
Fraud Laid Against the Former 
Board. 

London, April 9. — There was an 
especially large attendance at the semi- 
annual meeting to-day of the share- 
holders of the th-and Trunk i-ailway of 
Canada. President Sir Charles Rivers 
Wilson was in the chair, and read a re- 
port which was unanimously adojited. 
lie added that the directors, having only 
been in the oflico eight months, must 
have time to successfully develop plans. 
He also spoke flatteringly of the able 
management of the affairs of the road by 
General Manager Charles M. Hayes, 
formerly manager of the Wabash rail- 
road. He was asked if the board pro- 
posed to enter into the old charges of 
fraud against the former board, and re- 
i)lied it was not the intention of the 
ooard to bring the matter up again. The 
president stated it was the intention of 
the board to work in luirmony with the 
trallic association. Tlio president also 
said that the iward had no intention of 
consolidating the caj)ital of the various 
roads. A motion to lease the Hamil- 
ton and Toronto railroad to the Cana- 
dian Pacific was then (tarried. The re- 
tiring directors and auditors were re- 
flected.

The liiiu.-ie went ititoi-omiiiittce of sup- 
ply, 3Ir. Hunter in the ehair, taking up 
theauppleincntary estimalcs. The first 
item, .i^l.l-lO for a vein's eahuy for a 
forest ranger, it was explained will pro- 
vide an otHcer who will attend to the en- 
forcement of the act for the preservation 
ol the forests from Are, and who also 
will be used in connection with the col- 
lection of timber dues. 

In connection with the item of $300 in 
aid of resident physician, 'JSnglisliman's 
River, Mr. .Semlin called the attention 
of the governiueiit to v.diat he considered 
the exorbitant cliai-ge of ^'2hO recently 
made by a subsidised physician in the 
upper country, for a visit involving his 
alisence from homo for the greater part 
of a week. 

The vote of .'rrjO, 000 additional for the 
new parliament buildings caused some 
discussion, though it was not opposed, 
being for iibtioluteh' necessary works, 
including tile llooring, drainage, furni- 
ture in the shape of the permanent 
counters and desks, and coluuins for the 
leiiislative ball. These, it was explain- 
ed, are to be the cement couipoaition 
called scaghola, wliich so closely resem- 
bles marble that the ordinary observer 
caiinot tell the difference, though the 
cost is much less. 

In connection with the vote of $400 
for con testing legal (|iiestioiis with I)o- 
nnnion govern r.ieiil (counsel fee re fore- 
sliureH and lishorie-s), .Mr. U'illiams 
urged tliat something be done to c.du- 
lirni the titles granted by the provincial 
government to certain pi-optMiy on the 
north side of Water street, in N'ancou- 
ver, and which has since been asserted 
to form part of the foreshore and to be 
under the control of the Dominion. 

Hon. i\Iu. Iwikiith rej)lieil that he is 
not aware that the titles are in any dan- 
ger, as shown by the fact that they have 
remained undisturbed for ten years. 
The matter, will, however, receive the 
attention of the government. 

Having passed all the items the com- 
mittee rose and reported the resolution ; 
and Hon. Mr. Turner introduced the 
sui)ph' bill, which was read a first time.

-Governor 
returned the bill to amend the County 
court act, for further amendment. 

It being six o'clock the Speaker left 
the chair. 

After Recess. 
The house v'cnt into committee on 
the supply bill, Mr, Hunter in the chair. 
Keported complete without amend- 
ments. 

The small debts act amendment bill 
was read a third time and passed. 

The report from committfie of the 
whole on the mineral bill was consid- 
ered at length, several amendments 
being adopted. 

The house adjourned at 11 ;05 until 2 
o'clock on Atonciay.

London, April 10. — Tlie i)resenco of 
Osman Digna in the .Suiikini district 
while the Khiilifa ia conceutrutini,' all 
his available forces on the Nile to ojipoHo 
the Egyptian advance is thuH explnim d.

on A)>ril .'i, who took part of 
the forts, hut was unahle to entirely dis- 
lodsc the dervislu";.

WILL NOT I!E MOLESTED. 

Turkey Gives Assurances That the Mis- 
sionaries Will Not Be Injured— Tlic 
Irade Withdrawn. 

Constantinople, April 10. — The steps 
taken in behalf of the missionaries in 
Asia Minor have had a beneficial efleet. 
The Turkish government to-day reply- 
ing to the renewed representations on 
the subject made by the British ambas- 
sador, Sir Phillip Currio and the L''. 8. 
cliary;e trali'aircH, Mi'. .lohn W. Riddle, 
assured tlie di[iloinats that the mission- 
aries in Asia-. Minor would not bo mo- 
lested, " so long as they conbjrni with 
the laws of the country." Hut this aa- 
surancedoes not carry with it the weight 
which it would com ini; from any other 
government, it is claimed, as there is 
no question but that the Turkish offl- 
cialf" have been trying to prove that the 
missionaries are not " conforming with 
the laws of the country," and it was on 
this ground that the Sultan prepared 
and probably signed the irade providing 
for their i xpulsion from the Turkisli 
g(jvernmenfs douiinions. But the pub- 
licity given to the matter has 
certainly caused hesitation at the 
palace, and it is now thought 
likely that t!ie irade will oe withheld at 
least until llussia has been further con- 
sulted on the subject. If Russia says 
that the ndssionaries are not to bo ex- 
pelled, the irade will not be made pub- 
lic. On. the other hand, if Rusaia thinks 
herself atroni: enough to proceed with 
the work of RuasianieinR Asiatic Turkey 
the irade may soon see the light of day. 

Washington, April 10.— It can be 



stated on authority that there is no 
reason for the ai)prehension that mis- 
sionary Knapp will inU meet with fair 
ti-eatuient and eventually be permitted 
to return to his post at Ritlia after lie 
has undergone the form of clearing him- 
self from the charges that have been 
lodged against him of conspiracy against 
the government. 

THE TAKE mhL BE SHORT. 

Columbia Salmon Packers Determined Nut 
to Give In to the Strikers. 

Oi.v.Mi'.iA, April 10. — Adjt.-General 
Boutelle went to Tenino yesterday with 
camp equipment and ammunition to be 
transferred to the Northern Pacific train 

which carried the .Seattle nuHtianien to 
the scene of the lislierinen'a strikt;. It 
had beeii hoped by the authorities to 
keep the movement of troops secret ami 
have the militia established upon the 
river before the strikers weie 
aware of the move. This hope, 
however, has been in vain. Gen. Bou- 
telle says the stay <:f the men on the 
river will be re^;ulated by circumstances, 
hut that they will he kept upon the 
scene oi tronl.ile so long as is necessary 
lor the protection of piupei-ty. The 
traps and boats will be ^;uardcd iiy 
means of steamboal.s, which will carry 
I roops and jiatrol the river (Uilside the 
liidiini.' appliances. General Boutelle 
says serious trouble may result, and if it 
becomes neitessary for the militia to re- 
sort to extreme measures against dis- 
turbers from the (.Irej^on side, it will 
probably result in the existence of an 
everlasting feud between the fishermen 
on the two sides of the river. 

AsToiUA, April 10. — All of the salmon 
packers on the lower Columbia river 
were representeil at a meeting here yes- 
terday afternoon, and, notwithstanding 
the rumors to the contrarj', they were 
unanimoiia in support of the jiosiiion 
previously taken by them to pay only -1 
cents per pound for raw material tiiis 
season. Tlie jjaekers assert that buyers 
are not even now willing to pay 
prices wdiich justify a 1-cent rate on raw 
material. With one exception there is 
perhaps not a paokor on the river 
wdio is not carrying over a large stock of 
sprint,' goods of first ipnility, and there is 
no encouragement to put up goods this 
vear at prices which will entail a los

There has been no violence anywhere 
on the river, but as both parties are very 
determined it seems probable that should 
any of the packers attempt to run 
their canneries or procure tisli from non- 
union men there will be war. From 
present indications it is hardly possible 
that a pound of lish will be ;iut up for a 
month or six weeks. The trapmen are 
prepared to resist any further invasions 
on their property, but from the best in- 
formation obtainable it is not likely that 
any more attempts will be made to de- 
stroy the trajjg. In any event, the pack 
this year will be far short of an average, 
hut it is thought that with the stocks al- 
ready on hand the markets will have 
about the usual amount of first-grade 
Chinook. 

Fisherinens' committees will, one of 
them look after the trapmen, one the sein- 
ers and one the gillnetters, and see that 
there were no violations of this agree- 
ment by any one. It has been resolved 
that no lisliermen could catch lish at all 
except for his own consuniiition, anil 
that if be took more than he could use 
he must divide his catch with his neigh- 
bor fiHlH'rnien wdio did not j^-o out. The 
lisherinen say they will not put a net in 
the water until they get their [irice, 
whiie the opposite side is just as obstin- 
ate, ."^hould the cannerymen owning 
tra[>s operate their canneries only witii 
tra]) fish it will likely caus(^ trouble and 
destruction of jiroperty. Tliere are very 
few traps on tiie Oregon side, mostly ail 
being situated on the Washington shore.

Robbery and Burnings Increasine: 
Troublous Cuba. 



Havana, April xO-— The insurgents 

commanded by Zayas .Alonteagudo and 
Alvarez recently entered the village of 
.San ,7uan during tlu^ night, [jlundered a 
number of stores and factories and 
burned fifty-Boven lioasea. The garri- 
son defended the place as best they 
could, and the insuru'ents left five killed 
and retired with their wounded. In 
retiring the enemy burned all the cane 
on the pastoral i>lantationa. On both 
sides of the milit-ary line drawn across 
the province of Pinar del Rio, from Mar- 
iel to a point near Mangas are insurg- 
ent bands trying to pass from one part 
of the country in to the other, but they 
have been frequently repulsed at difler- 
ent points, althoin;li some of them are 
believed to have succeeded in passing 
south of the line. Among those who 
are believed to have passed the line is 
the insurgent band under Maceo. 
TTiis has ltd many people to 
believe that these military lines 
are practically useless so far 
ns checking the wandering here and 
there o! the insurgents ia concerned, 
t^ol. Debos has been engaged with the 
insurt^eiits at Bramales, province of 
I'iiiar del Koi. The enemy lost fifteen 
killed. In skirmishes at Tunas and 
Zazas, province of Santa Clara, the in- 
surgents lost four killed and the troops 
had six wounded. In anambuscade en- 
gagement at the Garcia farm, i)rovince 
of Havana, the insurgents left nine kill- 
ed and retired with their wounded. One 
soldier was killed and five wounded.

miNTERS ISLAND. 

Ownership of tlie Eight Square Miles of 
Territory in Dispute Between Can- 
alia and the United States. 

WASHtNoTON, April 9. — A meeting of 

the house foreign affairs committee was 
held to->lay to discuss the ownership of 
Hunters island, which lies west of Lake 
Superior, and whose status fans never 
been finally settled. The island ia 
claimed hy hotli the United States and 
Canada. The matter was referred to a 
snh-;!ommitteo consisting of Messrs. 
Heatwole, of Minnesota, Adams, of 
I'eiinsylvania, and Xewlandti, of Nevada, 
who will draw up resolutions to author- 
ize tlio creation of a joint-('(;minis'sion 
hy the governments of the United 
States and (.ireat I'.ritain to con- 
sider the (luestion of jurisdiction 
and arrange a convention. Hunter's 
island consists of alxHit eight square 
miles, contains valuable minerals and is 
the<xjntre of profitable ifisheries, but is 
sparsely settled. Arrowsmith's (London) 
map of 1842 places Ute island on the 
south side of the bouiKiary line, ns does 
the " Atlas of the Dominion of Canada, " 
puhlislied in 1.S7."), and liased on the 
work of special cmnmiHsioners. Of other 
maps .published in t.he .United .States 
and Great liritain, soaie place the boun- 
dary lines south and ncwth of the island. 
If tlie final decision l>e in favor of the 
United States, the isla-cd will be a part 
of the .state of MinnesniUi..

Discussed by the Board' oft x 
Trade. 



Resolution Passed Eiulorsinir It Pro- 
viding lliiilwiiy aiul Ferry Con- 
nection Is Uivcu Victoria. 



The quarterly meeting of the board of 
trade opened yesterday with a bare 

(piornm present. 

After two new membera Major Wilson 
and Jlr. Church htid been introduced, 
tho nresideiil .Mr. 0. I!. Ker leported 
brietly on the worlc done at the meetings 
of the council during the last three 
months. Referring to the efTorts that 
had been made towards having a trade 
route opened into the Yukon country, 
Mr. Ker stated that a letter had been re- 
ceived that day from Hon. Mr. Prior 
with the information that tho Minister 
of the Interior had placed .$10,000 on the 
supplementary estimates for the iniriiose 
of exploring the several [lasses into the 
Vukon country. 

A letter received yesterday from tlu! 
iMinisler of the Interior was read Ijy the 
secretary. In reference to the case of 
.Mr. ,).S. Macauhiy, which has scviM'al 
times ln'cn before the council of the 
board tl;-.' letter states, in reply toaeom- 
miinicatiini from the secretary: "The 
statement on the lirst page of your letter 
that the sole action taken by the Can- 
adian authorities in tlie Yukon so far 
has been to collect duties and preserve 
the peac«t, and especially that the traflii; 
in liquor has been peiiuitted to continue 
without license or regulation, is qlearly 
made under a misapprehension as to the 
facta. No Ii([Uor lias been allowed to 
enter tlie country since the mounted 
])olice reaclieil there except under per- 
mit from tho IJeuteiinnt-Governor. 
i\I(ireover, the only permits which have 
been issued so far within the [laat twelve 
months are as sttited liy Collector Jlilne, 
one for a thousand gallons of whiskey to 
the Alaska C.'ommercial Co., and an- 
other for a similar qutintity to the X'orth 
-•Vmerieaii Trailing Transportation 
Co." The lett.u- goes on to state that 
the minister lliorouglily iinderstaiids the 
interest which the merchants of Britisli 
Cohimbia have in the Yukon country, 
and mentions the fact of the surveys 
about to be undertaken to establish 
a satisfactory route into the Yukon. 
The letter goes on : "I am quite satis- 
lied that the regulation agreed upon 
with the Lieut. -Governor (of the North- 
west) that the trade in intoxicating 
liipiors in the Vukon should be confined 
to people who have important business 
interests and a large stake in the coun- 
try is one that it would be unwise to de- 
part from, notably because that is the 
purpose of the provisions of the N. T. 
act in relation to intoxicating liiinors, 
but because also it would be in accord- 
ance with the requirements of good pub- 
lic morals. It is to be regretted that 
the ordinary trade of the Yukon has so 
far been carried on by American com- 
panies only, but you may .possibly hot 
be aware that at least one of these com- 
panies (theN. A. T. «& T. Co.) buys hll 
its supplies in Canada, and I know that 
a very considerable proportion nt least 
of the cooils useil ill commerce by the 
.Maska Commercial Co. are also pur- 
chased in Canada. The fact that the 
bu.siness is s>. far in Llie hands of these 
two companies is not in any w;iy to tje 
accounted for by the fact tliat they are 
American comiianies. Nor was tlie 
privilege granted them last year of 
taking in a restricted (|uantity of liquor 
based upon any other consideration than 
that they were tho only bona fide mer- 
chaniH "emxaged in an extensive trade 
iuid having interests which would be 
promoted and conserved by the niain- 
teiiaiice of peace and good governraeiit 
in the ('(Mintry to an extent altogether 
paramount to the amount of their in- 
vestment in lir|uor or any possi'^'e [n'ofit 
they could derive from it, and ihe gov- 
ernment will welcome most heartily the 
establishment of mercantile and other 
business industries in the Yukon dis- 
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trict by Canadians, and I hope the triide 
(]f that country will eventually be largely 
in the hands of Canadians. 'This is the 
basis of the policy of the government in 
dealing with this question, and you 
Mill see how entirely inconsistent 
with it would lie the proposal 
contained in your letter to permit Mr. 
Macaiilay or any other person merely 
heeause lie is a British suliject, to be 
antliorizeil to trallic in liquor without 
being eiigag(!d in any other sulistantial 
hUBiiiess. Tliat proposal M'f)uhi, in my 
opinion, not only be wholly inconsistent 
with the law Init ecpiaily inconsistent 
with good morals." 

Mr. Belyea in moving that the cor- 
respondence be referred to the council 
of the board, coininended the Dominion 
government for the wise position they 
had taken upon the (piestion. 

This was carried. 

Mr. AV. Morris having brought up the 
(iesirabiHly of having a salmoi'i liatchery 
on the Naas river, the jiresideiit inform- 
ed him that if lie would waite a letter to 
the council of the board they would 
no doubt very willingly support the 
proposition. 

A discussion arose over the advisabil- 
ity of reducing the entrance fee of mem- 
bers joining the board. The idea of re- 
duction met with the approval of Mr. 
G. Leiser, who was desirous of seeing 
the fee placed at .tlSJ-^or .$20, instead of 
.$;-!0 as at present. lie gave notice that 
at the next general meeting lie would 
move that the fee be re.iuced to .$15. 

I\Ir. II. Cuthljert again brought up the 
subject of the telegraph service between 
Victoria and the mainland. It was ho 
unsatisfactory that some action should 
be taken. lie complained that the 
charges to the interior of tlie country 
were too high, lie moved a resolution', 
wliL -.li was carried, to the effect that the 
council consider and report at the next 
general meeting on the subject of get- 
ting either reduced rates or securing a 
coiopetiiig line. 

Jlr. A. Ij. Belyea spoke in favor of 
the board su))norting the scheme [lut be- 
fore government for the buikling of the 
Fraser river bridge, which, with the 
proposed railway, would give shorter 
coiiiniuiiication between N'ictoria and 
the Fraser valley. lie moved " That 
this board endorses the proposition of 
the city of New Westminster to the 
provincial government to guarantee the 
interest on $360,000 for 50 years at 3<.j 
per cent, for the construction of a rail- 
way bridge across the Fraser river at 
New Westminster in lieu of the present 
guurantee of $18,000." 

Mr, 0, Leiser did not think tho hoard 
should be BO h.'isfy in adopting tlie 
scheme till they knew more about it. 
The atfltement in Mr. Wilkinson's 
letter on the subject that it would 
give Victoria communication with three 
railway lines was not judicious, for if 
the Great Northern wanted communica- 
tion with Victoria they would run down 
on the south side of tlie I'"raser to Point 
Koljcrts instead of crossing and going 
to .'■^tevestoii. Tlime was not one ol the 
til ree contineiitallines which needed a 
bridge across the l'"raser to bring them 
lo ^■ictoria. He wmild sujiiiorl the re- 
solution if there were some guarantee 
that the railways winild come to Vic- 
toria, but not otherwise. 

Mr. Temjileuaan did not care whicli 
side of tlie river tl»e railway was on if a 
guarantee could be siven that a line of 
railway to connect with a ferry at Sidney 
would be built. 

Dr. Milne, Mr. Cutlibcrt and others 
favored the motion, and to meet objec- 
jectioiia raised Mr. Belyea added to the 
resolution the words : " On the under- 
standing thai the same form a link in 
connect ing the lower mainland by rail- 
way with I'ort Carry, thence by railway 
ferry to Sidnej[." 

This resolution was carried and the 
meeting adjourned. 

BUSY ALBERNI. 

Woik Proceeding Rapidly and Satlsl'uctorily 
on the Duke of York— Other Mines 
in Development. 

Mr. Geo. Alan Kirk, of Turner, Uee- 
ton iS: Co., returned from Alberni yester- 
day. He reports that the work on the 
Dukeol York hydraulic mine is ])rocee(l- 
ing rapidly and the camp is beginning 
to assume the appearance of a small 
town. There are about 26 men employ 
ed and living in the camp and ahnat 
eigl^t more ut the sawmill at the head of 
the claim. The work has been deluy( ' 
somewhat by so much work having to lie 
put in on the road, tlie wliole toi'ce hav- 
ing to turn out to put the road in shape 
for hauling the plant, which has now all 
arrived at All^eriii. 

From till! sawmill a tramway haslteen 
constrncted of about 1,500 feet in length 
down to the Hume line, and by to-ilay 
the Hume iteelf has been commenced. 
The owners expect to lie ready to turn 
on the water before the L'-lth of May. In 
a few weeks lime Mr. Loveridge, late 
owner and manager of the famous l.ia 
Grange mine in California and father of 
the Duke of York's superintendent, is 
coming up to .Vlberni to stiperintend tho 
setting u]) of the patent derrick, invent 
ed l)y him, wliicli will lie the only one 
in use in liritish Columbia. lie will 
ulao bring Mrs. Ijoveridge, his daughter 
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in-law, who is coining to join her hus- 
band. 

.Mr. Loveridge has formed a high 
opinion of Alberni and is very pleased 
wilh the country and expects great 
Ihings. 

The Duke of York company are put- 
ting in two 7-inch giant.s, cajjalilu of j 
washing oir 4,000 yards of gravel in the i 
'J4 hours. The patent derrick will lift a 1 
rock weighing ten tons, and is worked ! 
Iiy hydraulic ])0wer and eaves the lalior i 
of tifteen men, two boys being sufficient 
to ojierate it. The mast is a single stick 
cut on the place, 86 feet long ana aquar- 1 
ing lG|n inches. 

The Cataract claim have about coin- 
|)leted their dam and have started in on 
their flume, and with luck should be 
washing in a short time. 

There is still a good deal of snow on 
Mineral Hill. The Alberni Con.soli- 
ilated have a force of men at work on 
the Alberni ledge and are getting ready 
to sink. 

'I'he building of a hotel has been 
started on the new townsite, tinil also 
the wliarf. 



SCANDALS IN HIGH LIFi-:. 

One of a Series of Duels in Which German 
Court Personages Were Concerned. 

Beklin, April 10.— A sensation in 

court and military circles has been 
caused by the announcement that an- 
other duel growing out of the late anony- 
mous letter scandals, had taken place in 
the woods at Potsdam, Baron von Shra- 
dor, the master of ceremonies of the 
Prussian court, having been shot and 
seriously wounded by Count von Kotz3. 
formerly one of the court chamberlains, 
and v,MO had been tried and aeipiitted 
on a charge of being the author of the 
anonymous communication referred to. 
investigation showed that Count von 
Kotzo and Baron von Shrader fought 
witii pistols near Potsdam this morning, 
the latter being severely wounded and 
taken to the hospital, when; the wound 
was jironounccd to he moat serious. 
Count von Kotze's arrest has been or- 
dered, but his friends say he will sur- 
render to the authorities whenever and 
wherever called u|)on to do so. 
[5r,This is the third of a series of about a 
tlozen duels for wliicii challenges were 
sent out last April by Count von Kotzo, 
who to-day rejieated hi^ dotermlnS-tion 
to keep on lighting his ;@DemieB one by 



one until he has settled accountb wilh 
all on tl:e list. The scandals which gave 
rise to these duels began nearly live 
years airo, when high court personages, 
male and female, old and young, began 
receiving anonymous letters or postal 
cards calling attention to this or that 
escapade on his own jiart or his or her 
relatives and friends. As a result, wives 
liecanie sejitirated from their husbands, 
fathers and motiiers discarded children, 
nearly everybody of importance being 
Hiiiircfu'd more or less by the venom of 
the anonymous letter writer, who evi- 
dently was a |)erson thoroughly familiar 
with all the details of court life. 

The general opinion at lirst was that 
the communications were the work of a 
woman, but gradually suspicion fastened 
itself upon Count von Kotze, one of the 
court chamberlains, a popular man, well 
liked I)y the ICmperor and trusted by all 
friends. Finally a volunteer spy de- 
nounced him to tho court authorities, on 
the ground that on tlie blotting ptiper of 
a letter pad used by the count had been 
found a cletir reiuoduction of one of tho 
aiionynioiis coiiimunicatioiia. Von Kotzo 
was arrested, confined in the fortress, 
tried and eventuiiUy acipiitted on the 
charges brought agair.st him. While 
\'on ICotzc was in prison the tide of 
sympathy turned decidedly in his favor. 
Tigly whispering was heard on all sides ; 
his arrest was openly denounced as an 
outrage. 

When Count von Kotze was released 
from prison he jnomptly sent challenges 
to about a dozen of those whom he be- 
lieved to have been implicated in the 
plot to ruin him in order to save the 
reputation of some high jierKonago who- 
ever he may be, who is looked upon aa 
bein^ the, real author of the anonymous 
coininiinications. Among tiie [irincipal 
pertons charged by Count von ivotze 
were Baron von Reishach, court marshal 
of ex-Empress Fnulerick of Germany, 
Baron von yiirader, master of ceremonies 
of the Prussian court; Prince von 
Pueretenberfir, Prince Anibert Saxe 
Altenburg and Prince Albert Saxe Alten- 
burg. A ramor, never substantiated, 
also has it that Von Kotze has challeng- 
ed Duke Ernest Gilnther of Schleswig 
Holstein, but this has been denied, and 
is not believed to be true. 
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
